I f the bill becomes a law , there w ill 


be a w ild scram ble on the part o f in­ 


ternal revenue officers in this d istrict 


to get a line on the corporations and 


individuals engaged in the various 


lines o f business which, fo r the first 


time in history, are made subject to 


an internal revenue tax. 


I nder the proposed new law co r­ 


porations, firm- and individuals en­ 


gaged in operating pool and billiard 


parlors or bowling alleys 
are 
re­ 


quired to pay a government tax of 


$5 per table or alley as the case m ay 


be. 
Then, too, under 
the 
proposed 


law every person, firm or corporation 


selling m anufactured 
tobacco 
pro- 


ducts i- assessed a 
special 
tax 
of 


$4.80 for doing business. 
U nder this 


arrangem ent owners o f pool 
rooms 


here declare there* w ill be very little 


profit in the business. 
Besides p a y­ 


ing the tax on their tables they w ill 


he required to put up the $4.80 to sell 


tobacco, as most o f these places of 


business handle tobacco. 


The t o b a c c o part o f the

law hits the grocer, the barber, the 


drug s t o r e and the cigar store, 
it 


also includes jobbers 
o f 
groceries, 


drugs and tobacco, for p ractically all 


handle more or less extensively, m an­ 


ufactured tobacco products.

—the country whose peace was guar­ 
anteed by covenants—have fallen the 
first blows of the war, and no will 
deny that they have been heavy ones. 
Brussels is today a city of Hospitals 
and every hour its citizens see the toll 
of suffering steadily mounting up 
But Brussels is also a city of beauti­ 
ful order. 
It is performing its great 
work of relieving the agonies of the 
wounded calmly and efficiently. 
“Outwardly’’, says Miss J. L. Fin­ 
lay, a young English lady who just 
returned 
to London after a week s’ 
visit to the Belgian capital, “Brus­ 
sels seems less affected by the war 
than Paris. 
The calcs are open, the 
tramcars are running, and 
business 
is continued save here and 
there 
where a boarded shop front recalls 
the tumult which drove German trad­ 
ers away when the war began. 
“ The manner in which the city has 
organized its hospitals” said Mis> 
Findaly, “is wonderful. 
Practically 
every hotel has the red cross in its 
window. 
Guests are 
received 
no 
longer. 
The beds are reserved for 
the wounded. 
Fashionable 
people 
have given up their houses, and there 
is hardly a woman in the whole city 
who is not doing something to help. 
“ I heard of one lady who had a 
hundred beds fitted up for soldiers 
in her own mansion. 
Provision 
has 
been made in one place and another 
for 5 0,000 wounded.” 
Mi-s Findlay, who has many in­ 
fluential friends in the citv, was per­ 
mitted to mak e a tour of the Hos­ 
pital de Saint Jean, the largest of the 
Brussels Hospitals, and also of 
Li*. 
Louvain hospital, where 
Dr. 
Leon 
Saroleo, brother of the author of the 
much discussed hook on the Anglo- 
German problem is in charge. 
She 
talk ed with some of the so ldiers, and 
heard many vivid narratives of the 
fighting around Liege from their own 
lips. 
“The Belgian soldiers spok e with 
great indignation of the conduct of 
the Germans in bayonetting 
Belgian 
wounded.” said Miss Findlay. 
“One 
soldier told me he had not believed 
Germans capable of this, hut had 
witnessed their barbarity with 
hi- 
own ey es. He was one of a party of 
13 0 who had been surrounded by 
Germans at Waremme, quite near 
Liege. 
“A small Belgian force found itself 
suddenly confronted by a large body 
of Germans, and when the order was 
given to retire this company of 13 0 
men was cut off. 
This man 
was 
wounded and his leg was brok en. As 
he lay on the ground he saw the Ger­ 
mans bayonetting his comrades who 
had fallen. 
He heard his command­ 
ing officer appeal for mercy for his 
wounded men, hut this was ignored. 
The officer himself was shot. 
When 
expecting death every moment the 
soldier was lifted to his horse by 
some comrade who 
was 
escaping, 
and six of them—the sole survivors 
of 13 0—galloped hack to the fort. 
“1 saw at Louvain one very path­ 
etic case. 
The man was a Belgian 
advocate, who had been shot by a 
sentry hv mistak e. 
The sentry call­ 
ed to him to halt, and the advocate 
mistook the command for Pa--, and 
went on. 
He was instantly shot, 
and I was told he was dying.” 
Mis- Findlay elicited for some of 
the men on account of their sensa­ 
tion when fighting. 
“The wor-t moment,” said one, “is 
when you are lying waiting and lis­ 


tening and you hear the 
cea seless, 
jarring noise of 
the 
mitrailleuse. 
That is what tries the nerves— the 
v 
waiting. 
When one is actually fight­ 
ing one feels nothing—one just goes 
ou fighting.”

have prepared a plaee of refuge to 
which their entire right wing, now be­ 
ing hard pressed by the allies,

tak e refuge. The German entrenched 
positions, the reports received by the 
Belgian general staff say, are being 
built with unusual strength and are 
plainly intended for a winter cam­ 
paign. 
There are 
also 
indications 
that the Germans are again planning 
an attempt to tak e Antwerp. Should 
they be forced back into Belgium this 
will Ik* absolutely necessary, as even 
though they should mask the forti­ 
fications with a strong army, 
they 
would at all times be subjected to the 
danger of aerial attack 
and 
would 
al-o be unable to Conceal any state- 
gic moves from the eyes 
o f the Brit- 
ish and Belgian aviators who could 
use the city as a base.
